The pimento, or allspice, tree is cul- i 
s. g'von 


tivatcd iu the West Indies and Jauiui- 
,[*, j0"1;0' 


ca. This beautiful tree usually grows 
Ic9s'y; 


to a height of about thirty feet. 
It 


baa a straight trunk, uiucb branched 
above and covered with a very smooth 
brown bark. The leaves vary iu size 
and stiape, hut are always of a dark, 
sbinius green color. During the months 
of July und August the tree is Iu full 
blootn, the hlossotus consisting of very 
fragrant email white flowers. 


Wlieu a now plantation of pimento 


trees is to be formed no regular sow- 
ing or planting takes place, because it 
Is next to impossible to propagate the 
young plants or to raise them from 
seeds in parts of the country where 
they are uot found growing spontane- 
ously. Usually a piece of land is se- 
lected either close to a plantation al- 


Tvord, but 1 wili be on the other side of 
the barricade."

ready formed or in a part of the wood- 
land where pimeuto trees are growing 
in a native state. The chosen piece of 
land Is then cleared of all wood ex- 
cept these trees, aud the felled timber 
is allowed to remain on the ground for 
the purpose of protecting the very 
youag pimento plnuts. 


At the end of two years the laud is 


thoroughly cleared, and only the most 
rigorous pimento trees and plants are 
left standing. The plants come to ma- 
turity in about seven years. 


In favorable seasons the pimento 


crop is enormous, a single tree often 
yielding a hundred or more pounds of 
the dried apice. The berries are picked 
while green, because If left on the tree 
until ripe they lose their pungent taste 
and are valueless. 
Tbe green berries 


are exposed to the sun for a week or 
tea days, when they lose their green 
color and turn a reddish brown. When 
perfectly dry they are put in bags and 
casks for exportation. 


The odor and the taste of the pimen- 


to berries are thought to resemble a 
combination of those of cinnamon, nut- 
meg and cloves; hence the familiar 
name "allspice." -•

CHAPTER l&B. 


AN ACT to ttegulate the Sale of Certain 


Narcotics. 


(Passed April 20. KW.) 


It ii enacted by the General Assembly u 


fullowi: 
Section 1. No rxrion, firm, or corpora 


Won shall Mil, furnlvh. or give awuy any 
oocalne. heroin, alpha or beta euctUne. 
opium, morphine, chloral hydrate, or any 
alkaloid, suit, or compound containing 
any of tht fongolng substances, except 
Upon the original vrltten order or pre* 
•criptlon of a practitioner of medicine, 
ttntiitry, or veterinary medicine, algned 
by the person giving the prescription 01 
•rder. Such written order or prescription 
•hall be permanently retained on flle by 
the person, firm, or corporation who shall 
compound or dispense the articles ordered 
Or prescribed, und such articles shall not 
b* recompounded or redUpensed If upon 
•uch prescription shall appear tha wordi 
"Not to be repeated," signed by the pre- 
•crlber. No copy or duplicate ,of such 
Written order or prescription marked "Not 
to bt repeated" shall be furnished or de- 
livered to any person, and the original 
•hall at all times be open to inspection 
by properly authorized officers of the law: 
Provided, however, that the above provi- 
sions shall not apply to preparations con- 
taining not more than six grains of opium, 
or not more than one-quarter grain ot 
morphine, or not more than two grains ol 
Chloral hydrate, or not more than one- 
sixteenth grain of cocaine, in one fluid 
ounce, or. if a solid preparation. In one 
avoirdupois ounce: Provided, also, thai 
the ubove provisions shall not apply tc

any human being.

.violate any of the provisions of this H.C 
shall be deemed guilty of a m i 3d e insane: 
and upon conviction for the first offenai 
shall be fined not less than fifty dollar: 
nor more than ono hundred dollars, and 
upon conviction of a second or subse 
Qucnt offense shall bo fined not loss tliar 
one hundred dollars nor more than, two 
hundred dollars for each offense, am 
shall be Imprisoned in the county jail 
not more than six months. 


Sec. 4. Any registered pharmacist or as- 


sistant registered pharmacist who shal 
have been twice convicted of violation o: 
the1 provisions of section one of this ac 
•hall be deemed to have forfeited hi* rlghl 
to registration, and the state board 
pharmacy, shall thereupon discontinue hli 
regriBtratioh and shall not renew the cer- 
tificate of registration of such convicted 
person within two years thereafter.

scribe any of the drugs mentioned in sec- 
tions one and two of this act, except ic 
caaca where the use thereof is required 
by the then existing physical or menta.' 
condition of the person applying for suet 
prescription,, shall upon conviction there- 
for be deemed guilty of malpractice and 
unprofessional conduct, and it shall bt 
tho duty of the state board of. healtt 
thereupon to revoke and annul the cer- 
tificate of such physician to practice med- 
icine in this state.-

and welfare of such female will be pro- 
moved thereby, and such care ami inuln- 
tenjmce shull be for such period u said 
officer shall de«m advisable nnd shall be 
paid for by the state at a rate of Jiot ex- 
ceeding two dollars per week for each fe- 
mtle; Provided, that «very female for 
whom such provision of cure and main- 
tenance Is m$de shall at all times be un- 
der the control of said officer, and any 
suoh female who has been committed to 
his care by any court shall continue to 
be subject to the authority and direction 
of such court.

to his discretion, by written agreement 
with a parent or guardian, or with any 
other person or society having the cus- 
tody of a female, take upon himself, in 
behalf of the state, the care and custody, 
for a period of not exceeding six months, 
of any female under tho age of sixteen 
years: Provided, that any agreement he 
may make under the provision of this sec- 
tion shall not deprive him of the right of 
relinquishing at Any time the care and 
custody of any child and of surrendering 
such child to the parent, guardian, person, 
or society by whom such child was com- 
mitted to his ^ure and custody. All agree- 
ments made undur the authority of this 
section shall be In form approved by the 
board of state charities and corrections, 
and the state probation officer upon mak- 
ng any such agreement shall at once no- 
tify the superintendent of schools of tho 
town or city where the parent, guardian, 
or custodian of the child covered by such 
agreement resides.

file with the state auditor a quarterly re- 
port giving tho names of the females pro-

necessary, then the fee so paid for such 
petition shall "be applied on the amount 
to be paid for the petition for the ap 
pointment of such administrator, guard- 
ian, or conservator,1 or for the probate 
of or recording such will up to and in- 
cluding the receiving of the Inventory; In 
addition thereto a fee of one-tenth of one 
per centum on the personal property ot 
<he decedent or ward In excess of one 
thousand dollars, not exceeding In any 
one case two hundred dollars, shall be 
taxed upon the amount of the estate dis- 
closed by the inventory thereof, or ascer- 
tained by examination under oath of the 
executor, administrator, or guardian, or 
Witnesses before the probate court or 
clerk thereof.

collection uf the state at said exposition 
fuch articles of historical Interest as they 
may deem prudent, and to permit the said 
commission to reproduce, by photographic 
process or otherwise, any other articles or 
objects of historical Interest in their pos- 
session.

cation on tbe grounds of said exposition. 
receive an option for the purchase of said 
location, and may erect thereon a suitable 
building for the entertainment of the, cit- 
izens of this state who may visit said ex- 
position, and may suitably furnish the 
same, and at the conclusion of said ftx- 
jositlon may assign or dispose of said 
tptlon: Provided, that the entire cost of

CHAPTER 1370. 


AN ACT Co Create a State Board of Ac- 


countancy and to Regulate the Business 
of Certified Public Accountant*. 


(Piuucd April 20, 1*M.) 


It U enacted by the General Aueinbly u 


follows; 
Section 1. It shall b« unlawful for any 


periton to practice u a certified public 
accountant in this state unless hp shall 
have flrat obtained a certificate of regis- 
tration aa provided In thU act. Any clt- 
ii«n ot the United States, or person who 
ha* duly declared his Intention of becom- 
ing such cltfxen, having; a place for th* 
regular transaction of bualneai as a pro- 
fessional accountant In this state, being 
over the are of twenty-one year*, of rood 
moral character, who shall have received 
as Hereinafter provided in this act a cer- 
tificate of his qualifications to practice as 
a certified public accountant, shall 'be 
deemed and known ai a certified public 
accountant under tha provisions of thla 
act; and no person, unless he has received 
a certificate under the provisions of this 
act, shall advertise or in any manner use 
such name of certified public accountant, 
or the abbreviation "C. P. A.," or any 
other words or letters, or any Imitation 
thereof, tending to indicate that the per- 
son so advertising or using the same Is 
such certified public accountant. 


Sec. 2. A board of examiners, to be 


known as the state board of accountancy. 
Is hereoy created to carry out the pur- 
. poses and enforce the provisions of this 
act. 
The members of said board-, when 


appointed, shall bo citizens of this state 
and skilled In the practice of accounting, 
and when appointed shall have been ac- 
tively engaged therein on their own ac- 
count in this state for not less than the 
three years next preceding the date of 
their appointment. At the present session 
of the general assembly the governor, with

Professor Lombroso, the Itallau phys- 


icist, coutrlbut«d to the Auuales de< 
8cieuceB 1'sychlquee au uecouut of two 
psychic phenomena which he investi- 
gated purely in the interests of mate- 
rial science. 
The article Is entitled 


"Hauuted Houses Which I Have Stud- 
led." and the professor confessed that 
he set about bis Investigations with 
uothlug to be desired lu the complete- 
ness of his skepticism. 


The phenomena in question, how- 


ever, proved to b».beyond solution by 
any known laws of physical science. 
Frankly, the great crlmiuologist ad- 
mitted that for the first time in bis 
life lie was In the presence of tbe In- 
tangible aud that he was worsted In 
his attempt to grapple with the uusub 
itautial. 


"I was asked In November, 1900, to

All these mysterious happeuiugs went 
on for eight months, and iu regard to 
them I took tbe evidence of reliable 
persons, who testified that they had 
beeu eyewitnesses of tbe phenomena. 
Even when the bell ropes were removed 
from the bells the tinkling continued 
at all hours of the day aud night. 


"Tbe scene changed' to tt bouse iu the 


next street, by way of Bava, adjoining

"In May, 1903, I was asked to Inves-

It was 
noticed that when one of his children, 
a little boy, went to bed at night loud 
knocklngs began to bo heard on the 
wall next to which he lay. A doctor, 
the police and myself were called In. 
We examined the walls and the rooms 
with great care. 


"As soon as the boy was placed In 


his bed the knocking began. It was 
evidently conducted in an intelligent 
manner, and it was possible to estab- 
lish some sort of communication. It 
was only, however, wh« the boy lay 
awake that the phenomenon occurred. 
As soon as he went to sleep the knock- 
Ing became very vague and Indistinct. 
He was -clearly tbe immediate cause, 
though beyond a high fever, when the 
phenomenon wns most frequent, he 
was in other respects a normal child. 
1 state these facts clearly aud abso- 
lutely as I witnessed them and confess 
my total Inability to espialn them."— 
Public Opinion.

bag of oxnuburg or wider lliinen." 
Washington was made an honorary 
member, and when be went as a dele- 
gate to the congress of 1774 at Phila- 
delphia be examined the fire engines 
lu use there. On his return to Phila- 
delphia to the Continental congress in 
177.~> he bought from a man named 
Glbbs a small fourth class engine for 
the lum of £80 10*., aud just before 
lie set out for Boston Heights to be- 
come commander In chief he dispatched 
this little engine to the Friendship 
company. 


During his younger days he always 


attended fires iu Alexandria aud helped 
to extinguish them, - lu the last year 
of his life a flre occurred near the 
market. 
He was riding down King 


street at the time, followed by his 
servant, who was also on horseback. 
Washington saw that the Friendship 
engine was Insufficiently manned, aud, 
riding up to a group of well dressed 
gentlemen standing near the scene of 
action, he called out authoritatively: 


"Wuy are you idle there, gentle- 


men? It is your business to lead in 
these matters." 


After which be leaped off bis horse, 


and, seizing the brakes, was followed 
by a crowd that gave the engine such 
a slinking up as it bad not had for 
many a day.

A lobster'H legs, all told, are teu In 


number, but only eight of thesv are 
largely used for walking. The front 
ixir, or big claws, have been special- 
ized, «> lu tlie crab and most others of 
tbu higher crustaccaua, Into prehensile 
organs for catching' ami crushing the 
prey. Their use In obvious. Lobsters 
feed largely off uiollnsk? of vayus 
sorts and other hard shelled marine 
animals. In order to be able to break 
or crush the shells of these and so to 
get at the softer neah within they have 
acquired such large and very muscular 
nlpl>en or pinchers. That Is not all, 
however. Sot only have the two front 
legs beeu differentiated aud specialized 
from the eight others In this manner, 
but also, by a rare exception to th» 
symmetry of the body, the right claw 
has been specialized from tlie left, each 
being intended to iwrforui a distinct 
function. One Is a scissors, the other 
Is a mill; oue Is a cutter, the other Is a 
cracker. 


As a rule, the right claw Is the slen- 


derer and longer. It has toothlike pro- 
jections or serrated edges on its nip- 
ping faces, aud it Is rather adapted for 
biting aud severing than for crushing 
or grinding. The left claw, on the oth- 
er band, is usually thicker, heavier aud 
rounder. Its muscles are more power- 
ful, and in place of sharp teeth-It has 
blunt tubercles, or hammers, of differ- 
ent sizes. It nets, in fact, more like a 
nutcracker than like teeth or a saw. 
It Is a smashing organ. Nevertheless 
you will find It Interesting to observe, 
by noting the lobsters served to you at 
table, that thjs differentiation bus hard- 
ly as yet Hfuime quite constant, for 
sometimes it is the right claw that dis- 
plays the liammcrllke nutcracker type 
aud the left that acts as ulpper aud 
biter, while sometimes no difference 
occurs at all, both claws alike being 
sharp toothed or blunt hammered iu the 
same specimen.
